3. In the years that I have been performing arthroscopic surgery to treat intra-articular 
ligament, meniscal and cartilage injuries, I have not seen a need to use a hemostatic agent during 
the surgery. At the time that the surgery is performed on the patient, any bleeding from the 
injured tissue has ceased or is minimal or is encouraged to enhance healing. Hemostatic agents 
are not used routinely during these surgeries. To my knowledge, they are not necessary at all.
